American Citizenship. 
St. Paul on one occasion found distinguished | 
advantage in asserting the rights with which he | 
was invested from being a Roman citizen. All| 
well ordered civil governments undertake to pro- | 
tect their citizens, and that, not only while they | 
are at home, and around their fire-sides, but when 
abroad, and in foreign lands. The sailor who! 
leaves his native country, and spends half his life | 
on the stormy ocean, the merchant, who for pur- | 
| poses of traffic, visits distant shores, and places a 
‘distance no lessthan the diameter of the earth 
between him and the home of his childhood, still 
retains his citizenship, and is protected by the 
government to whom he owes allegiance. If any 
\injury be done to him, either in his person or his} 
|property, then will the government, to whose pro- 
tection by right of citizenship he can appeal, take 
up his quarrel, and make it her own. Itis this 
| acknowledged principle of inter-national law which 
'gives sec much security to the traveller in foreign 
lands. And this principle may yet have an im- 
portant bearing upon the missionary enterprize. 
If the missionary, thus sojourning ina foreign 
land, still remains an American citizen, he has 
the same right to claim the protection of our gov- 
ernment, as the sailor or the merchant. It is 
therefore a question of no slight importance, does 
the missionary retain his citizenship wherever he | 
iis sent? 

At the late Board of Foreign Missions held in 
this city, this question was brought before the 
Board for discussion. 

A paper from the Prudential Committee having 
been read in reference to the citizenship of mis- 
sionaries, the subject was referred to a select com- 
mittee of which the Hon. Thomas S. Williams, 
Chief Justice of Connecticut, was the chairman.

Islands, who was an eye-witness of the unheard-of | 
course taken by the French Captain in his efforts | 
to propagate Romanism, attended the meeting of 
the Board and gave some particulars in relation to 
that affair. He stated “that m consequence of 
a communication which had been addressed to the 
Sandwich Islands’ government, by the Department 
of State, during the administration of John Quin 
cy Adams, recommending the missionaries to the 
kindness and protection of that government, they

Tosacco a Remepy ror Arsenic.—A young lady in New 
Hampshire fell into the mistake, so often committed, of ea- 
ting a portion of arsenic, which had been prepared for the 
destruction of rats. Painful symptoms soon led to inqui- 
ry ; and her mistake wasdiscovered. An elderly lady who 
was present, advised that she should be made to vomit, as 
speedily as possible, and as she had always felt a perfect 
loathing for tobacco in every shape, it was supposed that 
this would at once effect the purpose. A pipe was used, 
but without producing any nausea. She next chewed a 
large portion of strong tobacco, and swallowed the juice, 
and that even without a sensation of digust. A strong de- 
coction was then made of hot water, of which she drank 
perhaps halfa pint. Still there was neither nausea or diz- 
ziness, nor did it operate at all, either as an emetic or ca- 
thartic. The painful sensation at her stomach, however, 
subsided, and she began to feel well. On the arrival of 
physicians, an emetic of blue vitrol was administered, and 
produced one operation, One or two days after there was 
a discharge of dark green color, approaching to black. No 
ill consequences followed. 

Another case occurred in the same place a few years 
subsequent, in which arsenic was taken through mistake, by 
a sick person, and she employed tobacco witha like suc- 
cess. She, too, had always loathed the article, but now 
chewed it and swallowed the saliva, without producing sick- 
ness at the stomach. Noemetic was administered nor any 
other remedy.—<Silliman’s Journal.

Itis a reproach in any 
circumstances. Violence and passion usurp the place of 
law. ‘The innocent are not less exposed to abuse than the , 
guilty.—N. Y. Bap. Reg. 


Rematns oF Commopore Perry.—The remains of Com- 
modore Perry, (says the Newport Herald of the Times,) | 
were removed yesterday afternoon from the grave, where | 
they have remained since they were brought from Trinidad, | 
to their new and final resting place, at the side of the Mon. 
ument, which is to be at once completed, under the com. 
mittee of that State. 

The outside coffin was almostentirely decayed, leaving | 
the leaden case exposed to view. 


Cot. Monrot Epwarvs.—This distinguished philan.| 
thropist, whose voluntary emancipation of 200 slaves last | 
year, gave so much satisfaction to the political papers, as 
casting “* Tappanism” into the shade, failed to convince | 
New York abolitionists that he had ever emancipated one 
slave, and consequently he did not succeed in his deep-laid 
scheme of obtaining money in that way. He has since 
that time pursued a different vocation, and last Saturday 
he was arrested at Philadelphia on several charges of forg- 
ery and swindling—having obtained sundry large sums by 
forged checks, viz., $25,000 from Brown, Brothers, and 
Co.; $20,000 from Corrie & Co., &c. His hand writing 
was identified by means of his letters written to Mr. Lewis 
Tappan, in regard to his pretended emancipation, and his 
person discovered through an African girl whom he had 
brought from Texas.—Emancipator. 


The captain of a merchant vessel, who recently arrived 
at Bordeaux from the South Seas, mentions that when he 
was at St. Helena, in June, from 8 to 10 Portuguese slave 
ships were brought in there and condemned. 


America, Last.—It is said that a petition has been read 
in the Second Chamber of the States General, (Holland,) 
demanding the freedom of the slaves, and also, that Param- 
aribo should be made a free port. The Legislature of Swe- 
den, also, are about soliciting the king to abolish slavery in 
St. Bartholomew’s. And, after slavery is abolished in ev- 
ery other part of the world, how long will it be before the 
government of this country will be willing to make a be- 
ginning towards this great and good work ? 


Avyotuer Bank Exriosion.—An explosion took place in 
the Morris Canal Banking Company, located at Jersey City, 
last Friday. 

A committee of investigation discovered that E. R. Bid- 
dle, the President, and E. Lord, the Vice President of that 
concern, had loaned their friends or themselves $180,000 
of the funds of the bank, to establish or improve certain 
Iron Works in Danville and Wilkesbarre—besides various 
other financial operations.

Mrs. Cooper was daughter of Michael Crosby, Esq., of 
Bedford, Ms., formerly of Billerica, Ms. She lived until 
her seventeenth year as most young persons do, occasion- 
ally serious, but impenitent. At this time, the sudden 
death of her mother turned her attention, with more than 
ordinary interest, to the subject of religion. In April of this 
year (1837) she first obtained an evidence that her sins had 
been forgiven; and on the first Sabbath in June following, | 
she made a public profession of her attachment to her Sav- 
iour, From this time till her death, she left the impression 
upon every mind, that the vows of God were upon her, and 
that the cause of Christ lay near to her heart, and shared 
her warmest sympathies. We write not this obituary to con. 
sole her surviving friends. For her consistent life and tri- 
umphant death have furnished them with richer consolation 
than we are able to administer. There were, however, | 
some traitsin the character of her piety which deserve to be | 
noticed, and which may properly and profitably be held in 
remembrance and imitated by all who knew her. She was 
a decided Christian. By this we do not mean that she 
made great pretensions to godliness, nor that she was often 
in earnest, perhaps angry debate, to defend the principles | 
and doctrines she had embraced ; nor do we mean that she | 
apparently made a great effort to sustain this trait in her 
character. She was humble, and amiable, and her piety | 
was free from every thing which had the least appearance | 
of being artificial. The love of Christ had laid fast hold up. | 
on her affections, and it was this which constrained her,— 
which gave her piety this decided sort, which held her even, | 
every where, under all circumstances, on the Lord’s side. | 
It had overcome all other attractions, and hence her regu- | 
lar, consistent life,—hence the regularity with which she | 
visited her closet,—hence the readiness and ease with 
which she discharged all her domestic duties,—hence the 
promptitude with which she ever attended the prayer meet- 
ing,—hence the zeal with which she engaged in imparting 
Sabbath school instruction,—and hence the patience with 
which she bore the protracted sufferings of her last sick. 
ness. She seemed not to know that she was a decided 
Christian, and yet few persons have possessed this trait in a 
more eminent degree. She was benevolent;—she was 
young, and never enjoyed rugged health. Her income, 
from her own personal services, therefore, must have been 
small, and yet she cheerfully parted with more than a tithe 
of this small amount for benevolent purposes, and also

pray, the Son of God would soon have the heathen for his 
inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for his pos- 
session. 

We will notice but one trait more. She always labored 
as if her time was short. We have no knowledge that a 
presentiment of this kind was the motive which induced her 
thus to labor. We are rather impressed that it was an abi- 
ding sense of her obligations to her divine Master. He 
had purchased her with his own precious blood, and hence: 
forth she could no longer look upon herself as her own. 
But whatever was the motive, of the fact we are certain. 
Her piety was of such a character that she always found 
her hands full of religious duties. She always found oppor- 
tunities of doing something for her Saviour more numerous 
than she could improve. She never had to say, four months 
and then cometh the harvest. In her father’s family and in 
her own, there were always those whom she could take 
with her to her closet, and to whom she could impart reli- 
giousinstruction. In the Sabbath school, and even in the 
day school, she found those who might be, and were, sav- 
ingly benefitted by her example, by her counsel, and by her 
prayers ; and when at last she was unable to go abroad, or 
even to converse at home, she still could glorify God in her 
willingness to endure all that He should see fit to inflict, 
and to meet death at any time when He should commission 
his messenger to call her home to his presence. ‘Thus she 
spent the short period allotted her, to labor in her Master’s 
vineyard. But she has gone. May her mantle, with a 
double portion of her spirit, fall upon many of her surviving 
sisters in Christ,
